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OIL STOCK HOLDERS 
URGED TO OPPOSE 
GAS TAX MEASURE 


Chicago, Dec. 21.—Stockholders of 


the Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana are urged to wage a fight 
against the gasoline tax in a letter 
just issued by the corporation. The 
company has paid to the Federal 
government a total of $3,600,000 in 
taxes on motor fuel, lubricating oil, 
tires, tubes and crude oil trans- 
portation in the first three months 


of the application of these taxes. 

“Good business practice requires 
that such commodity taxes be passed 
on to the consumer as part of the 
cost of production. This is becom- 
ing increasingly impossible to do. 
Funds that should become net earn- 
ings for stockholders are being se- 
questered by rising taxes,” accord- 
ing to the statement. 

With Congress again in session, 
and more than forty state legis- 
latures schedulued to meet this 
winter, the letter further points out 
numerous attempts will be made to 
increase the gasoline taxes or to im- 
pose other discriminatory taxes on 
the Oil industry. Stockholders arg 
urged to work against these at- 
tempts and to advocate lower gaso- 
line taxes—not above 2 cents—and 
airtight laws to prevent gasoline tax 
evasion. 

No commodity can carry a tax of 
more than 100 per cent. on its whole- 
sale value, it is stated, and 35 per 
cent. on its retail value, without dis- 
astrous results.

“Diversion of gasoline tax moneys 
to purposes other than highway 
building and maintenance must also 
be stopped, or the gasoline tax must 
be removed and replaced by a gen- 
eral sales tax that will affect all 
industries fairly and alike.”

cerning themselves so much with how to sell more products 
and more service as they are the. question of how to make 


a profit on what they do sell. 


Automotive dealers are not find- ® 


ing the solution of this problem an 
easy one. Every step taken in iis 
possible solution is fraught with 
dangerous possibilities. True, it is 
the work of but a few moments to 
itemize a dozen avenues of expense 
that can be limited entirely or in 
large part. The real problem, how- 
ever, is to determine which ones can 
be pruned down without materially 
affecting already decreased Sales 
volume. Such reckless, spur-of-the- 
moment economizing is too likely to 
kill the goose that lays the gokden 
eges, and the fact that the goose is 
going through a moulting period 
doesn’t make the infrequent eggs 
the less priceless. 

Out in Huntington Park, Cal., a 
Suburban district of Los Angeles, 
Leslie Lumley, Oldsmobile dealer, 
has largely solved the problem of 
eliminating non-essentials to the 
end that a profit may continue to 
conie out of his business every 
month. 

In fact, if Lumley had not appliec 


himself to this non-selling problem |

F most of: us were asked the question, “What individual 
in the history of the country has contributed most to its 
present well being?” a goodly share of the answers certainly 
would be “Abraham Lancoln.” The lean backwoodsman, the 
rail splitter of the Illinois hinterland brought to our national 
life a greatness of soul, an ability to submerge his personal 
feelings for the country’s gain, which was a greater contri- 
bution than any of the concrete reforms that he left behind 
him. 

Abraham Lincoln’s first political venture was an 
attempt at election to the Illinois Legislature. He was over- 
whelmingly rejected. 

Then he embarked in a business and failed. He spent 
seventeen years in paying debts contracted by a worthless 
partner. 

He was deeply in love with a beautiful girl, to whom he 
was engaged. She died. 

Back in politics, Lincoln ran for Congress in Illinois 
and was badly beaten. 

He tried to get an appointment to the Federal land 
office. It was denied him. In 1856 he became a candidate 
for Vice-President on the ticket of the new Republican party, 
but was defeated for that honor. 

In 1858 he contested the election for senator with 
Stephen A. Douglas and was defeated. 

Even allowing that successes came to him in between 
defeats, there was enough of failure in Lincoln’s early career 
to discourage a lesser soul. The greatness of spirit that car- 
ried Abraham Lincoln through the Civil War, the unselfish- 
ness that enabled him to hold together for useful service to 
the country a Cabinet filled with conflicting personalities 
and intense rivalries, made it possible for him to triumph 
over early failures. 

We cannot all be Abraham Lincolns, but we can borrow 
a lesson from his life and realize that defeat or depression 
ure extraneous matters, with victory the reward of a spirit 
that refuses to be daunted by one failure or a dozen.

10. There is no ‘deterioration of 
|carburizing material in storage. 

11. The carburizing department, in 
general, is much cleaner when a gas 
carburizer is used. In fact, the car- 
burizing, quenching and reharden- 
ing machines may now be placed in 
the regular line of manufacture if 
desired instead of being segregated 
as _usual, thus saving interplant 
transportation. 

12. By suitable control of temper- 
ature and gas flow, the depth, type 
and character of case are in abso- 
lute control at all times. A properly 
graduated case is easily obtained, 
land the surface may be hypereu- 
tectoid, eutectoid or hypoeutectoid. 

13. Under proper conditions the 
| penetration of carbon is as rapid as 
|by any other commercial process 
known to the author, and because 
| there is no exhaustion of the car- 
| burizing material, the rate of pene- 
tration may be maintained at max- 
imum.
